Mrs. Baradat charges her husband 
with numerous acts of cruelty, and 
asks the court for a legal separation. 
Her suit was prepared by Attorney 
Joseph J. Bullock.

the country’s resources be used to 
full advantage to aid in carrying on 
the war.f This requires that all un¬ 
necessary services shall be eliminated 
in retail trade, as well as in other 
lines of business. The Commercial 
Economy Board has made a careful 
investigation of the economies that 
are possible in the delivery service of 
retail stores. This shows that a large 
number of men and vehicles can be 
released for military or other service 
that is essential to the welfare of the 
country. 

“The board points out, therefore, 
that delivery service in retail stores 
can be very substantially reduced 
immediately by restricting the free 
delivery of small purchases, by elim¬ 
inating special deliveries, and by 
other means. If possible, not more 
than one delivery a day should be 
made on each route. 

“The board urges, furthermore, that 
the acceptance of returned goods be 
reduced to an absolute minimum, and 
that all non-essential operations in 
each store be eliminated. 

“There is such urgent need for 
men and equipment in other work 
that the country can not endure the 
waste time that is occasioned by the 
abuse of the return goods privilege 
and accommodation deliveries of 
small purchases. 

“We trust that we may have the 
co-operation of your association In 
making these corrections immediately 
effective. These changes in delivery 
methods should be introduced as 
early as practicable, certainly not 
later than August 1, 1917. The board 
will use every source at its command,

Have We a Double Standard? 


One of the most Inconipreliensilile features of American life is the 
strange conception which many people have of what should constitute public 
honesty. Public funds are looked upon as something in the nature of spoils, 
the rightful property of him, ,who is shrewd enough D» annex them. 

Jiow we have no reference h.ere to the public official who resorts to the 
very crude expedient of defaulting. He is a bungler and deserves all of the 
punishment possible to Inflict upon him. 

v Rather, we refer to the amazing system 'of graft that is so openly and 
defiantly practiced in almost every community in the land, and that by people 
who would be quick to resent any slightest question of their probity. 

Thke, for instance, Mr. Jones (a purely fictitious personage). He Is one 
of the most substantial mfeil of his town. His word has always been as good 
as bis bond. No hint of crooked business methods has ever been breathed 
against him. He is regarded as scrupulously honest and above board in all 
of his dealings. 

But Mr. Jones Is elected to some office wherein he has the custody of the 
people's money—that is, the spending of it. 

Now what do you seef v.M’hyj the sickening spectacle of an hitherto 
honest man “grafting" on the^public. Deals are made that he would n<»t for 
one moment have considered in ^is capacity us a private citizen. And it is 
noticeable that they all tend to his own or his friends' advantage. It is a 
bite here and a nibble there, until in the long run he has consumed many 
loaves in excess of what was his legitimate portion. And the strange part of 
the clrcupistaiice is that Joiies would indignantly resent any reflection on his 
integrity. 

Now, why was Ms. Jones not just as scrupulous in his public acts as in 
his private dealingst Is it possible that »e American people have a double 
standard of honesty as well us morality! Is it wrong to filch from one and 
right to filch from the many! 

And another strange feature of the' case Is that Mr. Jones is as highly 
respected after he retires from office as he was l>ef(»re he assumed it. 

Me submit that Mr. Jones was and is essentially an honest man, but with 
a wrong perspective. He is, unfortunat^y, possessed of that ail too common 
idea that the public is a cow, and shdiilit be well milked in order that she 
may not dry up. • ^ 

We should change our perspective. We should require as scrupulous 
honesty in public as in private life. Thq fund^ of .a commonwealth are just 
as sacred ns are those of a customer, or a client, or a ward, and should be so 
considered. It should be just us reprehensUrle to allow “leaks" in piildic 
business ns in private all'airs; just us wrong to graft from an indivldiiul us 
from the public. 

There is but one standard of honesty,*and that is—HDNKSTY.

State Treasurer Friend W. Richardson Advises 
Corporations to Pay Franchise Tax at 
Once and Save Penalty. 


Within the next few weeks over seven million dollars will flow into the 
vaults of the state in franchise taxes from corporations. State Treasurer 
Friend W. Richardson is confronted with the task of collecting this great 
amount before the 13th of August, and he urges all corporations to send in 
their taxes as soon as possible. In an interview to-day, Richardson said: 

“Corporations are urged not to overlook their franchise tax and to send 
in their payment immediately and thus avoid the danger of penalty. This 
office will collect from nearly twenty thousand corporations within the next 
two weeks and 1 hope that corporations will not wait until the last day to 
make payment. Although payment of this tax can be demanded in gold coin, 
I am, as a matter of accommodation to taxpayers, accepting bank drafts, 
cashier’s checks, certified cliecks and money orders. 

“I hope taxpayers will read the instructions carefully and avoid sending 
uncertified checks, thus avoiding delay and inconvenience.”
